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Bridgend teacher 
denies charge of 
raping teenage girl 


A BRIDGEND 
teacher plied a 
teenage girl with 
cocaine before rap¬ 
ing her while she 
slept, Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard. 

It was stated that 
department head Huw 
Davies (38) invited the 
drunken 19-year-old girl 
to his home, where he 
allegedly laid out three 
lines of cocaine on a mar¬ 
ble table. 

A jury heard that the 
drunken girl fell asleep - 
but woke up believing 
her boyfriend was mak¬ 


ing love to her. She 
allegedly then came 
round to see Davies rap¬ 
ing her. 

Davies, former head of 
Welsh at Brynteg 
Comprehensive School, 
denied rape and supply¬ 
ing the teenager with 
cocaine. 

Prosecutor Leighton 
Hughes said: “Plainly 
under the influence of 
drink and drugs, she 
thought it was her 
boyfriend and called out 
his name. But then she 
opened her eyes to see an 
unfamiliar room and the 
defendant.” 

Police turned up at 


Davies’s home after the 
girl’s mother reported her 
missing when she failed 
to arrive home. The court 
heard that police found a 
bag of cocaine on the 
table and traces of the 
drug in two bedrooms. 

Mr Hughes said: 
“They met in a pub 
where Davies told her he 
was a Welsh teacher and 
said he had a girlfriend. 

“She told him about 
her boyfriend and it was 
an ordinary conversation, 
but the bar manager 
observed her getting 
increasingly drunk, talk¬ 
ing loudly, singing and 
dancing. She was drink- 


Council defers the 
Broadlands changes 


THE Bridgend bor¬ 
ough council cabi¬ 
net has deferred 
controversial plans 
to change the catch¬ 
ment area of the 
primary school at 
the Broadlands 
Estate in Bridgend. 

Officers had proposed 
taking some streets out of 
the catchment for Maes 
Yr Haul Primary School, 
which does not have suf¬ 
ficient capacity to cope 
with the demand for 
places. 

Instead, they want 
some areas of 


Broadlands included 
within the catchment for 
Trelales Primary School 
in Laleston. 

Broadlands Residents’ 
Association objected to 
the proposal, as did the 
governors of the school. 

Residents fear that the 
plans will harm the com¬ 
munity of Broadlands, 
and there are concerns 
about the safety of chil¬ 
dren travelling to school 
in Laleston. The council 
would have to provide a 
safe route to school for 
children to walk. 

Arfon Hughes, vice- 
chairman of the associa¬ 
tion, said: “We remain 


unconvinced of the need 
for this change. 
Fundamental questions 
about the plans remain 
unanswered. In particu¬ 
lar, questions remain 
about the reliability of 
the forecasts that under¬ 
pin this plan. 

“It remains the case 
that the only people who 
think this change is nec¬ 
essary are the bureau¬ 
crats in the education 
department.” 

Mr Hughes added that 
at a time of financial con¬ 
straint, council taxpayers 
had a right to know how 
much the change would 
cost. 
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ing tumblers of whisky 
and shortly after 9pm she 
was refused any more 
drink. Somebody sug¬ 
gested going to the 
defendant’s home for 
more.” 

The court heard that 
Davies took the girl and 
another man to his home, 
where he laid out the 
lines of cocaine. Mr 
Hughes said: “She asked 
if she could go to sleep 
for a while and her next 
recollection is waking up 
on her side and being 
aware of someone having 
sex with her. 

“She was in no posi¬ 
tion to give any sort of 
consent to what she was 
doing. She moved herself 
away from him and 
asked for a glass of water 
- then drifted off back to 
sleep. 

“She woke the next 
morning to the sound of 
police officers knocking 
on the door and calling 
her name.” 

When police escorted 
the girl back to her par¬ 
ents’ house she made the 
allegation of rape. 

Mr Hughes stated: 
“She said a man took 
advantage of her and 
raped her when she was 
asleep.” 

Davies claims they 
had consensual sex after 
the teenage girl made a 
pass at him. He told 
police: “It was jovial and 
happy and I am in 
absolute shock as to the 
accusations you have put 
to me.” 

Davies denies rape 
and supplying class A 
drugs. He admits pos¬ 
sessing cocaine. 

The trial continues.

‘Doorstep 
crime’ expert 
offers advice 


CARERS in 
Bridgend County 
Borough were 
asked to help in the 
fight to tackle 
doorstep crime at 
an event held in 
Bridgend. 

More than 40 carers 
attended the event, 
which was organised 
jointly by Bridgend 
Trading Standards and 
South Wales Police. 

Doorstep crime expert 
and former West 
Yorkshire Detective 
Chief Superintendent 
Brian Steele addressed 
the audience, explaining 
the vital role they can 
play in bringing crimi¬ 
nals to justice. By being 
alert to the signs of 
doorstep crime and 
learning tips to keep res¬ 
idents safe, carers are 
perfectly placed to help 
vulnerable people to stay 
safe. 

Brian Steele said: “To 
see so many people turn 
up to this event and 
show their commitment 
to catching these ruthless 
criminals is very encour¬ 
aging. Make no mistake, 
we are not dealing with 
‘cowboys’ here; these 
are professional crimi¬ 
nals and we must do all 
we can to bring them to 
justice and raise aware¬ 
ness of this type of 
crime.” 

Doorstep crime can 
affect anyone, but often 
it’s older, vulnerable or 
socially excluded people 
who are targeted by 
rogue traders, bogus 
callers and distraction 
burglars. 

Victims are often too 
embarrassed to say what 
has happened to them, 
making it one of the 
most under-reported 
areas of crime. An esti¬ 


mated nine out of 10 
cases will never reach 
police or trading stan¬ 
dards. 

The BCBC deputy 
leader, Coun David 
Sage, said: “We can all 
play our part by looking 
out for our neighbours, 
especially if they are 
vulnerable. 

“We also need people 
to tell the police or trad¬ 
ing standards officers 
here at the council if 
they think they have 
been targeted.” 

Tips that could pre¬ 
vent the person you care 
for from becoming a vic¬ 
tim: 

• Use the ‘if in doubt 
- keep them out’ mes¬ 
sage. You do not have 
to open your door and 
it’s not rude to ask 
someone to leave; 

• Keep doors locked 
and use precautions such 
as a door bar, door chain 
and spy hole; 

• Keep gardens and 
the outside of the prop¬ 
erty tidy. Rogues will 
often target homes that 
look poorly maintained; 

• Encourage the safe 
storage of money, credit 
cards, cheque books, 
savings books and other 
valuables; 

• Always ask if any¬ 
thing unusual has hap¬ 
pened or whether anyone 
has called uninvited; 

• Where crime is sus¬ 
pected, don’t handle fly¬ 
ers, bills, tools or any¬ 
thing else left behind 
and don’t be tempted to 
tidy up any mess as all 
of these things can hold 
useful information about 
the identity of the 
doorstep criminal; 

• NEVER engage 
with a trader who has 
simply ‘cold called’ at 
the property.

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HOMELESS 
SCHEME TO 
BE EXTENDED 
IN BOROUGH 


A SCHEME aimed 
at tackling home¬ 
lessness is being 
extended - after 
approval by 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
cabinet. 

The authority says it 
has been working closely 
with Hafod Housing 
Association and 

Foundation Housing on a 
pilot project to increase 
the supply and quality of 
temporary accommoda¬ 
tion for homeless people 
within the county bor¬ 
ough. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman reported: 

“Considerable progress 
has been made through 
the pilot, with more than 
100 cases prevented this 
year alone, but there is 
still pressure for more. 

“Cabinet members 
recently approved the 
extension of the private 
sector leasing scheme in 


Bridgend, after hearing 
how it has proved a suc¬ 
cessful and cost effective 
alternative to bed and 
breakfast provision. 

“The scheme has 
avoided bed and break¬ 
fast costs of approxi¬ 
mately £80,000.” 

She continued: 

“Placing individuals and 
families in bed and 
breakfast accommoda¬ 
tion results in a loss of 
housing benefit subsidy, 
making it a very expen¬ 
sive housing solution for 
councils; but the home¬ 
less clients referred 
under the Bridgend 
scheme have been given 
a temporary tenancy by 
Hafod Housing, making 
them eligible for 100 per 
cent housing benefit sub¬ 
sidy. 

“The scheme has also 
enabled these private 
sector properties being 
used to be brought up to 
a higher standard, and 
the council’s public pro¬ 


tection department has 
had an input into proper¬ 
ties that they would oth¬ 
erwise not have had the 
opportunity to inspect. 

“So far, the scheme 
has only benefited fami¬ 
lies with children, but the 
extension will mean sin¬ 
gle people in bed and 
breakfast accommoda¬ 
tion can be helped in the 
same way.” 

Coun John 

Spanswick, cabinet 
member for communi¬ 
ties, said: “This is a posi¬ 
tive response by the 
council and its partners 
to a serious issue. 

“We are able to pro¬ 
vide better quality 
accommodation for fam¬ 
ilies and people who face 
a difficult and vulnerable 
time in their lives and we 
are able to meet our 
statutory duties in rela¬ 
tion to homelessness in a 
more cost-effective 
way,” he explained 


The Cefn Cribwr war 
memorial to be moved 


BRIDGEND county 
borough’s cabinet 
has agreed to alter 
the regulations gov¬ 
erning Mynydd 
Bach Common, 

Cefn Cribwr, so that 
the village war 
memorial can be 
moved there. 

The community coun¬ 
cil had asked for permis¬ 
sion to erect a new war 
memorial on the com¬ 
mon, which the council 
regulates. 

Coun Huw David, 
who sits on both coun¬ 
cils, said that, at present, 
the war memorial takes 
the form of a bus shelter, 
with memorial tablets 
listing the names of 
those killed in the two 
world wars. 

The shelter had been 
subject to vandalism 
over the years and it was 
felt that a proper memo¬ 
rial in a prominent loca¬ 


tion should be provided. 

“Lots of people, even 
some living in Cefn, do 
not realise that the bus 
shelter is our war memo¬ 
rial and we felt it was 
time to do something 
that would honour the 
memory of those who 
were killed.” 

The council will 
employ an architect to 
design a suitable memo¬ 


rial and has set some 
money aside for this 
project. 

BCBC will now invite 
any objections to the 
proposal to alter the reg¬ 
ulations, so that the 
memorial can be erected. 

If no objections are 
received within the 
three-month period, the 
council can then confirm 
the alteration.

Brig Storrie said that 
West Camp at St Athan 
had been developed as a 
separate base for the 1st 
Battalion of the

Technical College devel¬ 
opment planned for the 
remainder of the site. 

He said that in order 
to ensure that the dis¬ 
tinction was clear, it was 
proposed to rename 
West Camp Churchill 
Lines. 

He said: “This name 
has been chosen to 
recognise and commem¬ 
orate Churchill’s role in 
the history of the 
Parachute Regiment and 
the other force elements 
within West Camp. 

“Internally, it will 
make clear that 
Churchill Lines sits dis¬ 
tinct from the remainder 
of the DTC.” 

Brig Storrie said that 


there would be mi nimal 
impact on the local com¬ 
munity and little exter¬ 
nal change as road signs 
would still read MOD St 
Athan.

Local wood is now 
a nature reserve 


TREMAINS Wood 
in Brackla has been 
designated a Local 
Nature Reserve 
(LNR). 

The wood is located in 
the centre of a highly- 
developed part of 
Brackla and is well used 
by local people for out¬ 
door recreation and 
enjoyment. It is also 
located close to Tremains 
Primary School, and two 
other schools, and is used 
by pupils and members 
of the wider community. 

A report to Bridgend’s 
cabinet revealed that the 
wood is a designated 
public open space and 
consists of ancient semi¬ 
natural woodland, and is 
listed in the Ancient 
Woodland Inventory for 
Glamorgan. 

The site has also been 
identified in the bio¬ 
diversity action plan for 
Bridgend as a site of 
importance for nature 
conservation. 

The Countryside 
Council for Wales is sup¬ 
portive of creating LNRs 


close to where people 
live, so that they can 
become the focus of 
community involvement 
and learning. 

The wood will be 
managed by the council’s 
countryside team and a 
plan has already been 
drawn up to conserve the 
wildlife of the woods, 
improve and manage 
access to it and within it 
and deal with problems. 

On-going manage¬ 
ment and maintenance 
will be carried out by 
volunteers, in conjunc¬ 
tion with a number of 
external organisations. It 
should cost no more than 
£1,500 a year to manage 
the reserve. 

Some grants may also 
be available from Coed 
Cymru for small scale 
access and woodland 
management work. 

The wood will be 
adjacent to the new 
Archbishop McGrath 
Comprehensive School, 
which is currently being 
built.

St Bride’s road bridge 
repairs will be delayed 


THE traffic lights at the 
Ewenny Bridge on the 
B4265 look likely to stay in 
use for the next three or 
four years. 

The lights were installed as a 
safety measure until work could 
be done to strengthen the bridge, 
which is owned by Network Rail 
but jointly managed by the rail 
company and the Vale Council, 
giving it a 40 ton capacity. 

In a report presented yesterday 
(Wednesday) to the Vale Council 
cabinet, officers say that the traf¬ 
fic lights were regarded as an 
interim measure in 2008, when 
the condition of the bridge was 
assessed. 

As a result of that assessment, 
the existing traffic signal system 
was installed to give priority to 
large vehicles leaving the nearby 


quarry. This limits the traffic 
movements over the bridge to sin¬ 
gle way working and thereby 
relieves the ‘live loading’ on the 
bridge. 

A report was presented to the 
Vale Council cabinet on July 9, 
2008, recommending that funding 
be allocated and that the council 
enter into an agreement with 
Network Rail to strengthen the 
structure so that the scheme could 
be included in Network Rail’s 
Capital Works Programme 
2010/11 - a proposal agreed by 
the cabinet. 

The estimated cost to the coun¬ 
cil was £629,000. The work 
involved replacing the bridge 
deck completely on strengthened 
and widened abutments; the load 
carrying capacity of the bridge 
would be 40 tonnes and standard 


lane widths (2 x 3.65m) would be 
provided. The report now says: 
“Unfortunately, Network Rail 
then failed to include the scheme 
in their capital works programme 
for 2010/11. 

“Officers have again met with 
representatives from Network 
Rail and confirmed the council’s 
intention that the structure be 
strengthened. 

“Network Rail have confirmed 
that they have provisionally 
included the 

strengthening/replacement 
scheme in their 2013/14 pro¬ 
gramme.” 

The work is now estimated at 
£782,000, and the councils liabil¬ 
ity would be 86 per cent of this 
figure, which equates to 
£672,500.

THE Labour and 
Conservative par¬ 
ties may be slug¬ 
ging it out across 
the UK in the gen¬ 
eral election, but 
peace and harmony 
has broken out 
between the parties 
in Porthcawl. 

The ruling 

Conservative group was 
proposing a grant of 
£30,000 towards the cost 
of a new pavilion being 
built by the Porthcawl 
Athletic Association at 
Lock’s Lane. 

Group leader Coun 
David Deere said that 
they had taken a deci¬ 
sion to increase the pre¬ 
cept this year and last, to 
create a pot of money 
that could be spent. 

“There was criticism 
that the town council did 
not do anything, and 
that’s why we went for¬ 
ward with a substantial 


increase in our precept, 
but which worked out at 
an increase of lOp per 
week per household. 

“That extra money is 
there for us to invest in 
the infrastructure of 
Porthcawl. We have 
managed to bring in 
extra funding to pay for 
the skateboard park. 

“The whole point of 
increasing the precept 
was not to end up with a 
large pot of money 
unused at the end of the 
year. We have other 
projects as well, such as 
putting a pavement at 
Lock’s Common and a 
pedestrian crossing in 
Newton Nottage Road. 

“It all has to be man¬ 
aged but we must spend 
what’s already in the pot 
and what will be in the 
pot next year.” 

Labour’s John Bunker 
praised the Conservative 
administration, saying: 
“When I came back onto 
the council it was a 


breath of fresh air to see 
projects coming forward. 

“Over the years, the 
town council has done 
very little. I am very 
pleased to sit on a coun¬ 
cil that’s prepared to 
invest money in the 
young people of 
Porthcawl. Well done!” 

Labour supported the 
Conservative group ear¬ 
lier this year in increas¬ 
ing the precept, but the 
increase was opposed by 
the Liberal Democrat 
group on the council. 

Coun Gerald Davies 
of the Lib-Dems told 
The GEM that they sup¬ 
ported the principle, but 
had felt that the rise had 
been too high this year, 
and that cash could have 
been found through effi¬ 
ciency savings. JI

A N emergency 
/\ meeting was held 
\A. by the Transition 
groups in Cardiff and 
the Vale to discuss 
news (in The GEM) 
that Dutch entrepre¬ 
neur, Pieter van Bleuw, 
is to build a massive 
smelting works on the 
Vale coast. 

The Transition group 
in Penarth Marina 
agreed to mobilise a 
flotilla of small boats to 
support Greenpeace’s 
Rainbow Warrior, which 
was standing by to 
thwart the construction 
phase, due to start next 
April 1. 

Both members of the 
newly-formed 
Transition group in 
Ogmore by Sea agreed 
that the only sensible 
action was to move 
house. 

They had decided 
Windsor or Balmoral 
were the safest bet, as 
flte Palace was unlikely 


to allow similar blots to 
appear on their land¬ 
scape. 

Controversial opin¬ 
ions were voiced by the 
team who had cycled 
over from Port Talbot. 

They said they 
couldn’t see what all the 
fuss was about as they 
had suffered with this 
kind of thing for years. 

A spokesman for the 
group said: “The best 
you can hope for is that 
the 60’ tower is camou¬ 
flaged. A daffodil won’t 
do; it should be a subtle 
shade of green at the 
bottom and sky blue at 
the top. ’’ 

However, in what can 
only be seen as a major 
U turn by the Transition 
group, it was concluded 
that this could offer a 
major opportunity to 
spread the Transition 
name and that the proj¬ 
ect would be embraced 
wholeheartedly in 
return for publicity. 


The spokesman said: 
“As a group, our aim is 
to instil a sense of com¬ 
munity to Cowbridge 
and use this collective 
enthusiasm to engage 
people in activities that 
will improve the local 
environment, reduce its 
impact on precious 
finite resources and 
generally make the 
town and surrounding 
area a more resilient 
and positive place to 
live. ’’ 

“However, on reflec¬ 
tion, we just thought the 
opportunity to get the 
new Transition logo fly¬ 
ing from the 60’ tower 
was too good to miss. 

“We would encour¬ 
age all interested par¬ 
ties who would like to 
offer sponsorship of the 
60’ tower to come for¬ 
ward.

‘Wales not 
a digital 
guinea pig’

receiving ITV Wales 
{‘‘Give us back our old 
analogue TV’). 

Digital switchover is 
now complete in Wales, 
and the vast majority of 
viewers have made the 
change without experi¬ 
encing problems. 

Those who do have 
reception issues can con¬ 
tact Digital UK on 
08456 50 50 50 for ini¬ 
tial advice. 

After that, it may be 
necessary to consult a 
professional aerial engi¬ 
neer, who can assess the 
suitability of the aerial, 
the condition of cabling, 
and so on. 

We recommend look¬ 
ing for a registered digi¬ 
tal installer (RDI) who 
carries the ‘digital tick’ 
logo. If you can’t find an 
RDI locally, look for 
someone with associate 
RDI or CAI plus status - 
or ask your local electri¬ 
cal retailer. 

Wales is by no means 
a guinea pig for digital 
television. Nine out of 
ten households in the 
UK have already gone 
digital, and parts of 
England and Scotland 
have also completed 
switchover. 

However, Wales is 
rightly proud to be the 
first nation to complete 
the process, and 
Freeview has become 
available to almost all 
Welsh viewers as a 
result.

Police update for 
Maesteg council 


A second speed camera has 
been purchased for use in 
Maesteg, Insp Steve Evans told 
Maesteg Town Council. He 
said that funding had been 
secured from the Community 
Safety Partnership. 

A new peso has been appointed for 
Llangynwyd. Arabella Rees is current¬ 
ly serving a month’s probation in 
Aberkenfig but would start in Maesteg 
in May. 

A DAY-TIME operation was run by 
police in the forestry at Caerau along 
with the Fire Service and Forestry 
staff. 

Insp Evans said that the operation 
was aimed at motorcycle annoyance 
and off-road bikers who use the 
forestry. Four warnings were given to 
bikers who were stopped. 

Another was planned with the fire 
service, because of the number of grass 
fires which took place recently. He said 
that rain had made it more difficult for 
fires to be started lately but there was 
still plenty going on in the forestry that 
police knew nothing about. 

Additional police patrols took place 
in Maesteg with money made available 


before the end of the financial year. 
The patrols tackled anti-social behav¬ 
iour and also targeted drug activity in 
Blaencaerau and Oakwood estates 
among other areas. 

Crime figures for Maesteg in March 
showed that there were four dwelling 
burglaries in the west ward, three in 
Caerau, one in Maesteg east and one in 
Flangynwyd. 

The biggest category was theft, 
including shoplifting in Maesteg West 
which saw 17 incidents. There were 
nine other thefts in the valley plus six 
thefts of cars - four in Caerau. 

Non-dwelling burglaries accounted 
for seven crimes and criminal damage 
saw 24 reported incidents. There were 
also eight assaults. 

In total, there were 103 crimes and 
74 incidents of anti-social behaviour - 
35 of these in Caerau. 

Insp Evans stated that the thefts in 
the west ward included eight of 
shoplifting from shops in town, includ¬ 
ing Tesco, which is in the west ward. 

Criminal damage in Caerau showed 
no pattern and incidents were sporadic.

Town YMCA puts in 
a bid for £350,000 
Assembly funding 


by JAYNE ISAAC 


A rid for 
£350,000 
funding has 
been submitted 
this week to the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government by 
Porthcawl YMCA. 

The organisation is 
seeking the cash to pay 
for ambitious redevelop¬ 
ment plans for its base in 
John Street. 

It moved into the 
premises exactly 100 
years ago last week, 
having been set up two 
years earlier. 

The scheme is expect¬ 
ed to cost about 
£400,000 in total, with 
the organisation funding 
the remaining £50,000 
itself if the grant is 
approved. 

The scheme would 
see the building become 
a community hub and 
would cement its role as 
providing a focal point 
in town for activities for 
all ages and for many 
different groups. 

President John Berry 
said that the planning 
application has gone 
through so it was a mat¬ 
ter now of securing the 
funding. 

The plans would see 
the rear two thirds of the 
building knocked down 
and rebuilt. Most of the 
building is two-storey, 
although the original 
part right on John Street 


has three storeys and the 
top floor will continue to 
be a pottery and craft 
workshop. 

There will be 25 per 
cent more space in the 
new building as it will 
incorporate a central 
courtyard. 

The front foyer will 
remain but the coffee bar 
will be moved to a new 
meeting room upstairs. 
The snooker room will 
disappear to be replaced 
by other facilities. 

The ground floor will 
include a large games 
area for young people 
with other meeting 
rooms suitable for 
organisations using the 
building located upstairs. 

The design enables 
maximum flexibility in 
what uses different parts 
of the building can be 
put to. 

The scheme includes 
provision of new toilets, 
a new staircase and a lift 
and it will have full dis¬ 
abled access. 

The YMCA is used 
every week by people of 
all ages attending activi¬ 
ties put on by the organi¬ 
sation itself including 
after-school clubs and 
junior and youth activi¬ 
ties plus pottery classes 
and other activities 
aimed at older people. 

Outside organisations 
also use it as a venue for 
their own activities. 

Mr Berry, who came 
to Porthcawl 27 years 
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ago as a worker for the 
YMCA and is now a 
volunteer, stated that a 
special building commit¬ 
tee chaired by the Rev 
Colin Richards was mas¬ 
terminding the project. 
BAVO had provided 
help with applying for 
the funding. 

The application has 
been supported by 30 
letters from various 
organisations and about 
250 people have also 
signed a statement of 
support. 

Porthcawl Mayor 
Rosemary Deere was 
present at a launch of the 
scheme which was 


attended by many organ¬ 
isations and individuals. 

“The YMCA has 
served Porthcawl well 
through two world wars 
and through good times 
and bad,” said Mr Berry. 
“People tell us that we 
are the focal point in 
town for many social 
events and activities and 
we have adapted over 
the years to changing 
circumstances. 

“I hope that this new 
building will be the start 
of a new era which will 
enable us to meet what¬ 
ever challenges lie 
ahead,” he concluded.

More grit bins 
call by BCBC 


TOWN and com¬ 
munity councils 
throughout 
Bridgend county 
borough are being 
asked to consider 
buying extra grit 
bins for their areas, 
following the recent 
winter weather. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) has told the 
councils that it has been 
inundated with requests 
for extra bins, but its 
budget only allows it to 
buy 30 replacement or 
additional bins each year. 

It maintains a network 
of 300 grit bins in the 
borough, which were 
replenished four times 
during the winter, using 
4,000 tonnes of salt. 

One community coun¬ 
cil has agreed to pay for 
some extra bins and a 
similar partnership is 
now being offered to all 
town and community 
councils. 

It costs between £200 
and £250 to provide each 
extra bin, and they have a 
life expectancy of 12 to 
15 years. 

The borough has 
asked town and commu¬ 
nity councils to consult 
with residents to see if

Aspey of Porthcawl 
Town Council about 
the Ministry of Defence 
plans to cut the cover 
at Chivenor to 12 
hours.

Valley on Anglesey. 

Coun Phil White 
said that although 
there were difficult 
financial times ahead, 
this was something that 
should be supported. 

This was agreed.

extra bins are needed and 
where they should go. 

When the matter was 
discussed at Maesteg 
Town Council, Coun 
Ross Thomas said that 
they should ask BCBC 
how many of the extra 30 
bins would come to 
Maesteg this year. 

He said that an assess¬ 
ment should be made by 
ward councillors to see if 
extra bins were required 
and where they should 
go. 

“We were inundated 
with complaints from 
residents about a lack of 
gritting in side streets 
during the snow. Maesteg 
has a lot of steep hills.” 

Coun Keith Edwards 
felt that they needed to 
know first where the bor¬ 
ough intends to place any 
extra bins. 

Coun Terry Mizen 
stated that everybody 
wanted a bin at the end of 
their street, which was 
not possible. 

It was all very well 
placing a grit bin, but 
there also needed to be 


residents nearby who 
were fit enough to shovel 
the grit onto the roads. 

“If there’s a high pro¬ 
portion of elderly people 
living in the vicinity, 
there will be a problem 
getting the grit from the 
bin onto the roads.” 

Coun Phil John said 
that many residents were 
willing to go and do this 
when there was snow and 
ice around: “If there are 
people in every street 
who are willing to help, 
that’s the way forward.” 

Coun Ian Jones had 
received a number of 
complaints from resi¬ 
dents of Maesteg Parc 
that the gritters did not go 
their streets. The buses 
did not run and people 
could not get their cars 
out because of the snow. 

It was agreed to get 
information about where 
new bins are being 
placed by BCBC and 
also check where there is 
a need for them in the 
town before taking a 
decision to buy any extra 
ones. 


‘Repair car 
park surface 
at Maesteg’ 


ACALL is to be 
made for the sur¬ 
face of the top deck 
of the Llynfi Road 
car park in Maesteg 
to be repaired. 

Coun Ian Jones told 
Maesteg Town Council 
that the surfacing materi¬ 
al is broken in many 
places. The road mark¬ 
ings are also in poor con¬ 
dition and there are no 
allocated parent and 
child parking places. 

The town council has 
agreed to write to BCBC 
on this issue. The car 
park is owned by the 
council but leased to the 
property developer who 
built the supermarkets on 
the site. 

The council gets no 
income from the car park 
which has free parking. 


Coun Terry Mizen said 
that the council should 
also enquire about what 
was happening to the 
fenced-off area in the 
underground section, 
which has been fenced 
off for years and is in a 
dreadful condition. 

Coun Bill May said 
that the owners would 
not agree to re-open this 
section for parking as it 
was beneath the shops. 

Coun Keith Edwards 
confirmed that they see it 
as a fire risk and said that 
this matter had already 
been taken up with 
Rhiannon Kingsley, the 
town centre manager, as 
a point of action. She is 
pursuing it at the 
moment. 

The borough council 
will be asked to act on 
the other matters.

Opinions split over 


move 1 

A disagreement 
between the ruling 
Conservative group 
and the Liberal 
Democrats about 
the possible pur¬ 
chase of the council 
offices came to the 
surface at the last 
Porthcawl Town 
Council meeting. 

The council’s lease on 
the building in Victoria 
Avenue, which is owned 
by Bridgend County 
Borough Council, has 
come to an end and the 
town council is consider¬ 
ing whether or not to 
negotiate with BCBC 
about buying the proper¬ 
ty- 

The Capital Projects 
Committee recommend¬ 
ed instructing Watts and 
Morgan to carry out a 
valuation of the building 
at a cost of £300. 

They also recom¬ 
mended that the price of 
having a structural sur¬ 
vey be obtained. 

However, Coun 
Gerald Davies said he 
was totally opposed to 
the council considering 
the purchase of the build¬ 
ing any further and he did 
not want council taxpay¬ 
ers’ money spent on any¬ 
thing connected with it. 

“I feel very strongly 
on this and I have never 
been in favour,” he said. 
“I would move that we 
do not spend this 


;o new 

money.” 

This was seconded by 
Coun Norah Clarke. 

Coun David Newton 
Williams, who chairs the 
capital projects commit¬ 
tee, said that the coun¬ 
cil’s lease had expired 
and although they would 
get a further lease, the 
amount of rent required 
would probably be 
increased. 

The council should 
keep its options open and 
by having a valuation 
and structural survey the 
council would know 
what work was needed 
on the building. 

If the council bought 
the building, it would no 
longer have to pay rent 
and could get some 
income from letting out 
parts of it as office 
accommodation. 

“It may all come to 
nothing but we should 
explore the options. It’s a 
worthwhile thing to look 
at as we would have an 
asset which could be sold 
at a future date.” 

Coun Clarke was 
totally against buying the 
building: 

“I don’t see why we 
should buy and own a 
property using taxpayers’ 
money. Our offices 
should be in the town 
where residents and visi¬ 
tors are passing and can 
pop in to pick up infor¬ 
mation.” 

She stated that the ask¬ 
ing price of the building 


offices 

would be well over 
£100,000. I cannot see 
how the people of 
Porthcawl would benefit 
from us buying this prop¬ 
erty,” she added. 

Coun Chris Smart was 
not sure if it was the right 
thing, but a decision was 
made some time ago to 
look at the possibility. 

“That minute was 
passed. We must find out 
the approximate cost of 
the building but we have 
taken no decision to buy. 
Lots of steps have to be 
taken before we get that 
far.” 

Coun David Newton 
Williams added that a 
valuation would be need¬ 
ed in order to assess any 
lease with the borough 
council. 

However, Coun 
Gerald Davies said that 
there were so many ifs 
and huts, that the council 
should not spend taxpay¬ 
ers’ money to purchase 
the building at that loca¬ 
tion. 

“Our total budget is 
£150,000 and we should 
concentrate our money 
on providing services,” 
he added. 

A recorded vote took 
place, with 10 votes in 
favour of having the val¬ 
uation and structural 
survey and three against, 
with one abstention.

War on drugs 
might save the 
Sunday lunch

TV’s Justina’s

LEGS of lamb are 
the most common 
items stolen by 
shoplifters - that 
fascinating snippet 
of information was 
given to Maesteg 
Town Council by 
sector commander 
Insp Steve Evans. 

He told councillors 
that drugs were often the 
reason why people went 
out shoplifting. 

“Drug taking is linked 
to crime and our former 
commander Supt Tim 
Jones believed that,” he 
said. 

“A lot of legs of lamb 
get stolen and then they 
get sold in pubs very 
easily. Some of this 
theft is to fund the drug 
habits of certain individ¬ 
uals. 

“Shoplifting is a very 
easy crime to commit 
and there’s less impact 
on the victims because 
they are big commercial 
stores. The criminals 
also know that the penal¬ 


ty will be less than if 
they break into a car.” 

He said that a lot of 
small-time crime like 
theft from vehicles was 
linked to drugs. 

“We have had a lot of 
activity with our drugs 
team in the community 
and our neighbourhood 
policing teams,” he said. 

“The last operation 
we had was last week 
when we found heroin. 
It’s an on-going battle. I 
am not saying we will 
win this in 12 months 
because of the bigger 
social picture. It does 
affect the behaviour of 
individuals in an adverse 
way.” 

He explained that 
people had started buy¬ 
ing drugs on the internet 
which was very difficult 
to stop because the drugs 
were posted to them in a 
package. 

He added that people 
would change their drug 
habits, depending on the 
price and availability of 
drugs.

New law could 
change way we 
use computers 


CAN anyone read 
your mind? New 
legislation seems to 
think so. 

The Digital Economy 
Bill was given its Th ir d 
Reading by the House of 
Commons in the “Wash 
Up” on April 7. 

The Wash Up is the 
name given to the parlia¬ 
mentary scurry of horse¬ 
trading to complete the 
progress of bills into law 
between the announce¬ 
ment of an election and 
the actual cessation of 
parliamentary business. ] 

The Bill is now com¬ 
plete, except for Royal 
Assent to pass it into law. 

It covers a range of 
matters to do with the 
digital economy. You 
might agree with some 
measures, but they have 
all been passed, in spite 
of many potential prob¬ 
lems that were pointed 
out in the meagre two 
hours allowed for the 
debate. 

It is notable that many 
proposals for improve¬ 
ment were dropped under 
pressure of time. There is 
a vague undertaking to 
look at them further in 
the new parliament, but 
that will be after it has 
become law. 

Much of the time was 
spent on the question of 
copyright. 

Certainly there is a 
problem with the stealing 
dor that is what it is) of 
intellectual property 
{musical composition 
being the most common). 

Under our present 
copyright system, the 
composer or author owns 
the copyright and they 
are going to be deprived 
of royalties if their work 
is pirated. 

The existing law allows 
for redress, but is ineffec¬ 
tive if the copyright 
owner has to sue each 
individual for damages 
for infringement. 

It is essentially unen- 
forcable at that level. 


The bill is intended pri¬ 
marily to catch anyone 
exploiting the infringe¬ 
ment for financial gain. 

There is a problem: the 
offender could be offer¬ 
ing his wares from a web 
site on the other side of 
the globe. (Of course, 
any individual makes a 
financial gain if he does¬ 
n’t pay the price.) 

In the meantime, if you 
are downloading illegal¬ 
ly, the copyright owner 
can have your IP address 
and can ask your Internet 
Service Provider (ISP) to 
stop you. 

After a couple of warn¬ 
ing letters, the ISP will be 
required to terminate 
your service. The awk¬ 
ward bit is that you could 
be entirely innocent. 

A small business could 
lose its service because it 
is being used by an unau¬ 
thorised person for 
downloads. It could hap¬ 
pen to you if you do not 
protect your wireless hub 
from being hi-jacked. 

And here’s the killer; a 
service can be terminated 
if it is the means for 
copyright infringement 
in the past, present or 
likely to be in the future! 

All internet traffic will 
need to be read to estab¬ 
lish present offences, but 
who reads your mind 
about your future inten¬ 
tions? 

The whole model of 
copyright and the reward 
for creation may need re¬ 
thinking. If the rewards 
diminish, so will the pro¬ 
duction and everyone 
will be the poorer. 

Pay a reasonable price 
to the copyright holder. 
Paying nothing is rarely 
reasonable.

Ear better to do what 
our ancestors did and 
eat foods in season that 
come from the locality. 

And it’s not just food

THOSE wishing to 
spend a penny at 
tbe new public toi¬ 
lets being provided 
at Maesteg Car 
park will have to 
fork out 20p. 

That’s the fee set by 
Maesteg Town Council 
which is providing the 
“Tardis” type toilet on 
land at the car park. It is 
having to pay either to 
buy or lease the unit and 
also for the water and 
sewer connections. 
FUNDING has been 
granted by the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
for three of the four 
proposed safe routes to 
the new Maesteg 
Comprehensive 
School. 


The routes approved 
are from Nantyffyllon 
and Cwrt y Mwnws to 
the school; from Crown 
Road to the school and 
from South Parade to 
the school.

STARTLING EVIDENCE THAT 
THROWS NEW LIGHT ON THE 
UNDERGROUND TUBE CRASH 


UNDERSTANDING 

MOORGATE: 

by Anthony Bright 


THE cause of the 1975 
London Underground 
tube train disaster at 
Moorgate station 
became a mystery, 
when the official who 
conducted the 

Government Inquiry 
into the cause of the 
crash concluded, in his 
1976 Railway Accident 
Report on Moorgate 
that: 

“... the cause of this 
accident lay entirely in 
the behaviour of 
Motorman Newson dur¬ 
ing the final minute 
before the accident 
occurred. 

“Whether his behav¬ 
iour was deliberate, or 
whether it was the result 
of a suddenly arising 
physical condition not 
revealed as a result of 
post-mortem examina¬ 
tion, there is not suffi¬ 
cient evidence to estab¬ 
lish - but I am satisfied 
that no part of the 
responsibility for the 
accident rests with any 
other person and that 
there was no fault or 
condition of the train, 
track, or signalling that 
in any way contributed 
to it”. 

Having been a tube 
train driver at the 
same time of the disas¬ 
ter, I was never happy 
with that conclusion. 

So, a little over two 
years ago, while I was 
reading a book on rail¬ 
way accidents, in 
Penarth library, I 
came across an 
account of Moorgate. 

The account relied 
upon the railway acci¬ 
dent report for its 
source of information 
and offered nothing 
new. 

The cause of 
Moorgate was still a 


mystery. I therefore 
decided to scrutinise 
all the available evi¬ 
dence in an attempt to 
find an actual cause. 

The result of this is 
‘ Understanding 
Moorgate ’, so titled 
because I take the 
reader through the 
workings of the 
Underground system 
as it existed at the time 
of the disaster, in order 
to assist the reader to 
understand the rele¬ 
vance of the evidence 
that was withheld or 
not fully pursued. 

An example is that 
there was nothing 
wrong with the train 
equipment, based on 
the evidence that 
Motorman Newson 
had prepared and 
brought into service 
the train that crashed. 

If he had had any 
concerns, he would 
have reported them 
before bringing the 
train into service or, 
when in service, on the 
three trips he drove 
the train to Moorgate 
before the fatal trip. 

Moreover, another 
motorman had driven 
the train on its first 
trip to Moorgate and 
found the train equip¬ 
ment, especially the 
two braking systems, 
to be working normal¬ 
ly- 

The withheld evi¬ 
dence suggests, howev¬ 
er, that the train that 
Newson was driving 
was from an unofficial 
changeover train north 
to Drayton Park and, 
unknown to him, this 


train was overdue in 
being transferred to 
Neasden Depot for 
maintenance and had 
defects on the braking 
systems, including the 
‘deadman’s handle’. 

When Newson drove 
this train for the first 
time to Moorgate it 
crashed. 

Other evidence sug¬ 
gests further impropri¬ 
eties, including a mali¬ 


cious prank affecting 
the braking systems. 
The prank may even 
have caused Newson to 
suffer an epileptic 
seizure. 

Evidence is usually 
withheld to distort the 
truth. Perhaps 

‘Understanding 
Moorgate’ will lead to 
a different conclusion 
in a revised railway 
accident report on the 
tragedy.

‘Make a Lasting 
Power of Attorney’ 
campaign - to 
encourage all peo¬ 
ple to plan ahead 
and avoid problems 
if they later lose 
mental capacity. 

It means making a 
Lasting Power of 
Attorney (LPA) on the 
new version of the 
forms, which came into 
force in October 2009. 

A Lasting Power of 
Attorney is a legal docu¬ 
ment that enables one 
person to make decisions 
on behalf of another. 

There are two types of 
LPA: financial and wel¬ 
fare. Financial LPAs 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if, 
for example, they are ill 
or disabled and cannot 
act for themselves. 

A welfare LPA 
enables a person to act 
on behalf of another if 
that person does not 
have the mental capacity 


to act for themselves, for 
example, in the case of a 
severe stroke. 

Without an LPA, it 
may be necessary for 
family members to apply 
to the Court of 
Protection for authority. 

This can be a dis¬ 
tressing and lengthy 
process and is far more 
expensive than making 
an LPA. 

Once all parties have 
signed the LPA, they 
must then be registered 
with the Office of the 
Public Guardian before 
they can be used.

It, she proves to be

the show with his dry 
asides - yet as it is, he 
has to settle for being 
part of what is a 
superbly strong cast with 
nary a poor turn.

TERRITORIAL 
ARMY medics who 
have served in Iraq 
and Afghanistan are 
to be given the 
Freedom of the Vale 
of Glamorgan at a 
ceremony in King 
Square, Barry on 
Saturday (April 17) 
at 11.30am. 

Cardiff-based 203 
Welsh Eield Hospital 
(Volunteers) is the only 
Territorial Army medical 
unit in Wales, and its per¬ 
sonnel are all part-time 
volunteers. 

Known as ‘The Welsh 
Medics,’ they recruit 
from across Wales, and 
the council has unani¬ 
mously agreed to grant 
them the honour in 
recognition of their 
invaluable work in sav¬ 
ing lives. 

They recruit health¬ 
care professionals from 
all disciplines, for exam¬ 
ple, doctors, nurses, para¬ 
medics, radiographers, 
physios, biomedical sci¬ 
entists, dentists, dental 
nurses, pharmacy techni¬ 
cians, pharmacists and 
health care support work¬ 
ers. 

Tracing its roots back 
to the Eirst World War, 
the hospital is based in 
Cardiff, with detach¬ 
ments in Swansea, 
Crickhowell and 

Llandudno. In recent 
times, it has deployed 


personnel in support of 
operations abroad during 
the Gulf wars, the 
Balkans and ongoing 
operations in Iraq and 
Afghanistan to continue 
its close bonds with the 
Regular Army medical 
services. 

The Ereedom, which is 
the highest tribute a 
county borough council 
can bestow, is a long¬ 
standing tradition where¬ 
by public recognition is 
given to individuals 
and/or organisations as 
an expression of the high 
esteem in which they are 
held both by the council 
in the area and its people. 

In being given the 
honour in the Vale, the 
medics follow in the dis¬ 
tinguished footsteps of 
the Merchant Navy 
Association (Wales), The 
Welsh Guards and The 
Royal Welsh.

Williams will present a 
special scroll to the unit’s 
Commanding Officer, 
Col Kevin Davies.

Welsh and accompanied 
by a police motorcycle 
outrider and two police 
horses and riders, will 
parade through the town 
to the Barry Leisure

medals to unit members 
for service in 
Afghanistan.

THE “amazing” success of a char¬ 
ity ‘beach canter’ last weekend at 
Ogmore-by-Sea looks likely to lead 
to it becoming an annual event.

“However, we simply couldn't have 
done the event without William and 
Rachel Pugh from Llangan. William is 


fantastic with horses and trains his own 
race horse. 

“He gave me my beautiful horse and 
got me back in the saddle. He did 
everything from planning the route for 
the riders to organising the car park¬ 
ing.” 

“Every night after work he travelled 
around to more than 100 stables in the 
Vale handing out posters. He gave up 
so much of his time, and without him 
and his wife Rachel, we couldn’t have 
put this event on.” 

Justina went on: “Massive thanks 
also to Rob from Ogmore Riding 
Centre, who donated half the money 
from the horses he hired to the charity 
and guided the riders safely across the 
beach. 

“People of all ages and all capabili¬ 
ties took part. It really was quite a sight 
seeing more than 200 horses galloping 
along the beach in the sunshine. 

“Steve from the Pelican also put on 
free food for all the hungry riders who 
came back to the pub after three hours 
of riding. He has been fantastic. 

“My parents Sara and Paul Simpson 
also helped on the day, collecting 
money and stewarding.

AFTER stumbling 
to defeat at 
Carmarthen 
Athletic last 

Saturday, Bridgend 
Athletic were hop¬ 
ing to return to 
winning ways 

against the team 
two places and 
three points above 
them in the league. 

The away fixture at 
Bonymaen at the end of 
February had been a 
very competitive affair, 
with the Ath managing 
to come out winners by 
19-14. 

With a light breeze 
behind them and in per¬ 
fect conditions, the visi¬ 
tors kicked off and 
immediately went on the 
attack. Then, at the next 
scrum. Athletic half¬ 
back Aled Thomas stole 
the ball and the home 
team managed to work 
their way almost to 
halfway. There followed 
a couple of drives that 
were well supported, but 
then a penalty was given 
away, which Bonymaen 
put to touch just on the 
Ath 10 metre line.

kicked the penalty. 

Scrum-half Thomas 
was proving to be a 
thorn in the side of 
Bonymaen as he made 
two telling breaks, one 
of which right wing Jon 
Nation was almost able 
to develop into a score. 

Full-back Mike 
Hathaway was strong 
under the high ball and 
always willing to count¬ 
er-attack. 

It was from one such 
return that Bonymaen 
were off-side, allowing 
Lewis to kick his third 
penalty. In addition, 
locks Sean Williams and 
Tom Penry-Ellis were 
dominating line-out ball 
for the Athletic, ensur¬ 
ing a plentiful supply of 
possession. 

Bonymaen were not 
going to give an inch 
and were excellent all 
afternoon in driving for¬ 
ward through their pack, 
well-marshalled by 
scrum-half Lunniff. 

Hooker Clancy 
impressed in his solid 
work when receiving 
kick-offs, as did captain 


Powell in chasing them. 

It was from more 
good play at the kick-off 
that Bonymaen drove 
into the Athletic territory 
to be awarded a penalty 
opportunity that Warlow 
did not let pass by this 
time. 

Bridgend Athletic 
stretched their lead back 
to six points when a long 
kick was dropped by 
Bonymaen wing 

Thorne, and the scav¬ 
enging Chris 

Whitcombe was there to 
force the penalty for 
failing to release. Lewis 
again slotted over the 
kick. 

Bonymaen continued 
to play well and when 
Dan Apsee fumbled a 
kick, they took a strong 
foothold in Athletic ter¬ 
ritory. The home side 
were reduced to 14 men 
when a silly infringe¬ 
ment by Apsee saw him 
sent to the bin just 
before half-time for the 
second week running. 

Worse was to follow 
in the second half when 
Chris Whitcombe joined 


Apsee on the side lines 
for an infringement at a 
ruck after another solid 
defensive tackle by 
Hywel Davies had halt¬ 
ed a Bonymaen attack. 
Warlow kicked the 
penalty to pull the 
deficit back to three 
points. 

With the Athletic 
down to 13, Bonymaen 
saw more of the ball but 
were reduced to trying 
to drive through their 
forwards or kick to 
attack, as their midfield 
backs were being com¬ 
pletely snuffed out by 
Davies and Lindsay 
MacCausland. 

Just as Apsee rejoined 
the fray, captain Rod 
Jones was unfortunate to 
receive his 10-minute 
rest for an adjudged late 
tackle when Warlow 
chipped ahead. When 
Whitcombe returned, 
the Athletic surged into 
the attack but Lewis’s 
decision to drop at goal 
allowed Bonymaen to 
clear their lines.

Matthew Hillman and 
Jamie Doherty replaced 
Penry-Ellis and Morgan, 
and the Bridgend side 
raised the tempo, with 
hooker Simon Mustoe 
prominent in driving 
and supporting, and 
wing Rod Davies mak¬ 
ing some strong incur¬ 
sions. 

A promising attack 
broke down as Apsee 
knocked on, but a pow¬ 
erful effort at the result¬ 
ing scrum forced 
Bonymaen to kick 
loosely out of defence. 


The ball was seized by 
MacCausland, who 
kicked ahead and raced 
on to ground the ball, 
only to be penalised for 
a push on an opponent. 

Back came the Ath to 
force another penalty 
that Lewis kicked for the 
lead and, immediately 
from the restart, Lewis 
put up a kick that Sean 
Williams chased and 
caught. From the ruck, 
the ball was recycled 
quickly to scrum-half 
Thomas who darted 
down the blind-side. 

When he kicked 
ahead he was clearly 
impeded by a defender, 
but maintained his 
progress to win the race 
and touch down for a try 
to give the Athletic an 
eight-point cushion. 

Bonymaen put 

together some powerful 
play of their own to 
draw Athletic tacklers 
out of position and sub¬ 
stitute lock Mike 
Thomas powered over 
close to the posts to 
reduce the deficit to one. 

The Athletic respond¬ 
ed well and took play 
into the Bonymaen half 
for the remainder of the 
game, without either 
side being able to score 
again. 

Allowing Bonymaen 
to score gave them a los¬ 
ing bonus point, so that 
although the two clubs 
are now equal on points, 
Bonymaen are still just 
ahead on points scored. 
With Corns also win¬ 
ning, the Athletic stay in 
fifth just behind 
Bonymaen and Corns.
